Na- 
tionalist China has announced 
she will fire on any ships seek- 
ing entry to Chinese ports in her 
area. This country is pledged 
to defend Formosa against ac- 
gression. But we have not said 
whether we could join in defense 
of the Chiang-held islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu. It is Na- 
tionalist guns on those islands 
which create a blockade of main- 
land ports. They once again be- 
come a very-much-alive ques- 
tion. 

If this re-examination of Chi- 
nese policy continues, there may 
be a revival by Britain, India 
and France of the old theory of 
neutralizing Formosa, making 
it a ward of the United Nations 

~and admitting Red China to the 
UN. Thé United States strongly 
opposes any such move. It is 
honor bound to defend Chiang 
Kai-shek so long as he lives, or 
requests it. 

All these are straws in the 
wind . . . as Western trade 
begins with Red China—with the 
United States alone not joining 
in.

Soil Bank Creaks Along 
As Better Than Nothing 


The soil bank program, consigned to 
the graveyard by the House, has been 
fanned back to life by a Senate Agricul- 
ture Appropriations subcommittee. 

It still remains an inadequate solution 
to the farm problem. Nor is there reason 
for believing it will be administered in a 
manner that would end discriminatory 
benefits to the Midwest at the expense of 
the South. 

There has been one concession, how- 
ever, on the part of the subcommittee 
which will help the over-all effectiveness 
of the program. It limits payments for 
any single producer to $5,000. That cer- 
tainly is a liberal enough ceiling for even 
the large operators of the Midwest. 

The basic reason the country must 
continue with the soil bank is the inabil-

Faces Rough Sledding 


Federal agents mean what thev say 
in demanding cooperation from . sugar 
dealers in drying up the supply of this in- 
gredient to moonshiners. 

A Dublin wholesale grocer, accused of 
failure to make complete reports on sugar 
sales, is the first to be arrested in the 
drive. Others can expect similar treat- 
ment if evidence indicates noncompliance. 

The federal as well as the state gov- 
ernment is fed up with losing tax money 
to bootleggers and with the evils of their 
racket. Manv stills have been destroyed, 
illegal liquor seized and progress made 
in making it hot for such operators. 

But the moonshine traffic remains @ 
serious problem despite what inroads have 
been made. Cutting off the sugar supply, 
a method which has proven effective else- 
where, holds promise of being a highly 
useful weapon in Georgia. 

Sugar dealers will find it to their ad- 
vantage in the long run to cooperate with 
the federal drive. The law under which 
the U.S. agents work has teeth in it that 
can bite hard.

Judge Horne Aims Blovo 
At Juvenile Delinquency 


“They were out for a thrill, driving a 
car which belonged to one of the youth's 
mother. They had a pocket full of money 
and nothing else to do.” 

That description was applied by De- 
Kalb Detective Capt. Ted Wayne to four 
of six teen-age boys arrested in connec- 
tion with a wave of vandalism in the 
North Atlanta area. 

What motivated them? One of the six 
was quoted as replying, “Well, the usual 
answer—the kicks.” 

Law enforcement agencies from the 
FBI on down are alarmed over the rise 
in juvenile delinquency and greatly con- 
cerned over finding the right approach 
to curtail it. Recent surveys have dashed 
cold water to some extent on present 
methods of dealing with the situation. 

In searching for the right answer, it 
would be well to give close scrutiny to 
a recent case at Cordele where 12 youths 
were charged with a series of break-ins, 
robberies and thefts. 

Judge ©. Wendell Horne Jr. placed 
them on probation with provisions that 
their parents accompany them to Sunday 
School and church each Sunday; enroll 
each in a Boy Scout troop and keep him 
active in it: see that they participate in a 
city sponsored recreation program; keep 
each boy in the house between sunset 
and dawn unless accompanied by a par- 
ent; make restitution for everything stolen 
during the series of thefts and refuse the 
boys employment in questionable places. 

Judge Horne's stipulations are sound 
ones. It will be interesting to observe 
the final results.

It is human 
foolishness and stupidity, catch-as- 
eatch-can living, the momentary 
thrill and the erstwhile indulgence 
that fill our minds with the mem- 
ories which seem forever to darken 
our lives.

That was Theodore 
Roosevelt who in 1908 issued an 
executive order which, among 
other things, set aside the Hell's 
Canyon area of the Snake River 
as part of the public forest pre- 
serves so that its waterpower po- 
tential could not be exploited for 
private profit. 

It was a year later that he ex- 
pounded his philosophy of integrat- 
ed development of our river sys- 
tems by the federal government 
in the public interest and warned 
that ‘‘The great corporations are 
acting with foresight, singleness 
of purpose and vigor to control 
the waterpower of the country.” 
He said “to give away, without 
conditions, this one of the greatest 
of our resources, would be folly’’ 
thus originating the ‘‘giveaway’’ 
phrase we hear today. 

We hear it most pointedly about 
the same Hell's Canyon which the 
Fisenhower administration has 
turned over to the Idaho Power 
Co., sweetening the donation with 
a quick tax amortization certifj- 
cate that will cost us taxpayers 
$83,500,000, as estimated by a Fed- 
eral Power Commission account- 
ant.

About this time every year people start nibbling 
more cheese, eating more ice cream and g more 
milk. 

That's because it’s the peak of the dairy season. And that’s 
why June is dairy month all over the country. 

Every year there are more delicious ways to flavor and setve 
milk. There are more kinds of ice cream and toppings to dress 
it up. There are more ideas for using sour cream, more tricks 
with non-fat dry milk solids and more treats to make with 
butter. 

Here are a few of them—a taffy smoothie made with milk 
and molasses and sipped through peppermint sticks, five sauces 
to top giant-sized dips of ice cream and a chiffon pie that looks 
elegant and tastes likewise, made with whipped dry milk solids, 
spicy apricots and whipped cream:

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During June the nation’s dairy 
industry is getting together to 
proclaim its virtues and to put 
on a special campaign to sell the 
products of the cow. 

The cow is an animal that does 
deserve some special recognition 
from mankind, for no beast has 
given more to man than the pro- 
ducer of his milk. 


The cow has never won fame 
in Western civilization as ‘‘man's 
best friend,’’ but her usefulness | 
to man has never been equalled | 
by any other animal. She is pic 
tured as a placid—perhaps some- 
what stupid—animal by many 
people. She has inspired few 
poets or songwriters. She is not 
famous in art or literature. In- 
stead, she has been man’s un- 
glorified companion through the 
ages, serving as ‘‘the foster 
mother of the human race.” 

It took cows to bring the bene- 
fits of milk to America.

the concentration of cows in fewer 
and larger milking herds. 

Georgia’s average milk produc- 
tion per cow in 1956 reached an all- 
time high of 4,020 pounds.”
